The same is 
now said of the airline's com- 
prehensive training pro- 
gramme, which is being set 
up to school the majority of 
El Al staff, from clerks to 
captains. 


Leading this programme, 
which will cost almost I.- 
100,000 im 1951 alone, is Mr. 
Joseph Gregory, a Worid 
War I pilot and a comrade 
of Captain Eddie Ricken- 
backer in the famous Lafa- 
yette Escadrille. Shert, and 
stocky, with the reputation of 
a livewire in aviation, he is 
considered one of the top men 
in the field. A certified US. 
Civil Aeronautics Authority 
inspector, imstructor and or- 
ganizer, Mr. Gregory has been 
in aviation for 36 of his 50 
years.
